Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health,  Housing  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1937. 

It  is  my  eleventh  annual  report,  and  as  I  look  back 
over  the  last  decade  I  am  impressed  by  the  great  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  social  conditions  of  the  people  and  their 
environment.  Pure  and  ample  water  supplies,  water 
carriage  and  modern  sewage  disposal  works,  and  house 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  have  now  been  provided 
in  all  but  the  smaller  rural  parishes.  Nearly  400  houses 
have  been  built  by  the  Council  for  the  lower  paid 
workers,  and  more  are  proposed  to  abate  overcrowding 
and  re-house  tenants  displaced  by  slum  clearance.  It 
appears  that  unless  private  enterprise  can  build  houses 
to  let  at  a  reasonable  economic  rent  the  Council  will  be 
compelled  to  continue  to  build. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  their 
able  assistance  in  preparing  this  Report,  and  also  the 
Clerk  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  courtesy  and 
co-operation.

The  Repton  Rural  District  of  irregular  shape  lies 
in  the  southern  extremity  of  Derbyshire,  and  touches  the 
County  Boroughs  of  Derby  and  Burton-on-Trent.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Rural  Districts  of  Ashbourne 
and  Helper,  on  the  east  side  by  the  Rural  District  of 
Shardlow  and  the  County  of  Leicester,  on  the  western 
side  by  the  River  Trent  and  its  tributary  the  Dove,  which 
separates  it  from  the  County  of  Stafford.  The  district 
along  the  Trent  valley  is  flat,  but  to  the  north  and  south 
the  land  rises,  attaining  a  maximum  altitude  of  600  feet. 

Occupation  op  Inhabitants.  Most  of  the 
district  is  agricultural  and  devoted  to  dairy  farming. 
There  is  a  small  coalfield,  and  brick  and  sanitary  pipe 
works  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  area.  Two  of  the 
largest  County  Institutions  are  situated  within  the  district, 
(1)  the  Derby  County  Mental  Hospital  with  1,250  patients 
as  well  as  nursing  and  domestic  staff ;  (2)  Bretby  Hall 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  for  the  treatment  of  surgical  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  orthopaedic  defects  in  children,  with  200 
patients  and  staff.  In  addition,  Repton  School  with  its 
pupils,  teachers  and  officials  embraces  a  population  of 
about  500.  There  are  two  preparatory  private  schools  in 
the  district,  viz :  The  Ash,  and  Mickleover  Manor  School.

The  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  during  1937  was 
due  to  the  extensive  epidemic  of  Influenza  prevalent  in 
the  early  months,  thus  Influenza  and  Pneumonia,  Bron¬ 
chitis  and  other  respiratory  diseases  were  responsible  for 
43  deaths  as  against  25  in  1936.  There  was  a  marked 
increase  in  deaths  caused  by  Diabetes,  II  deaths  were 
assigned  to  this  cause  as  against  an  average  of  3  in  the 
previous  4  years.  It  is  not  believed  that  there  is  any 
real  increase  in  Diabetes,  but  this  cause  is  now  more  often 
assigned  as  the  primary  cause  of  death  than  before.

A  Sewerage  Scheme  has  been  prepared  for  this 
parish  by  the  Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  Willcox, 
Raikes  and  Marshall,  and  a  Ministry  of  Health  Enquiry 
was  held  on  the  loth  December,  1937,  but  the  Sanction  to 
Loan  has  not  yet  been  received.  The  Scheme  provides 
for  the  sewering  of  a  portion  of  Ashby  Road  and  Bretby 
Lane.  The  Sewerage  from  Ashby  Road  will  be  pumped 
to  the  Burton  Corporation  sewers,  and  the  Sewerage  from 
Bretby  Lane  will  gravitate  to  these  sewers. 


Castle  Gresley. 

The  new  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 
for  this  parish  is  now  complete,  and  consists  of  two 
Detritus  Tanks,  two  Settling  Tanks,  three  Filters,  two 
Humus  Tanks,  and  five  Sludge  Beds.  The  use  of  the  old 
irrigation  area  near  Castle  Gresley  Station  has  been 
discontinued. 


Coton-in-the-Elms  and  Rosliston. 

The  Sewerage  Scheme  for  these  two  parishes  is 
still  in  abeyance,  but  preliminary  work  has  been  done 
and  a  detailed  scheme  will  be  submitted  at  the  earliest 
opportunity. 


FlNDERN. 

The  Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  for 
this  parish  have  now  been  completed,  and  the  necessary 
house  connections  are  proceeding  satisfactorily.  The 
new  Works  comprise  four  Filters,  one  Sedimentation 
Tank,  one  Storm  Tank,  two  Humus  Tanks,  eight  Sludge 
Beds  and  a  Detritus  Tank  enlarged.

EGGINTON.  A  Scavenging  collection  and  disposal 
scheme  was  commenced  on  the  1st  October  for  the  weekly 
clearance  of  ashbins  and  pails,  and  a  less  frequent 
removal  from  ashpits  and  privy  closets. 

This  scheme  was  adopted  because  the  old  Pinfold, 
where  the  refuse  was  dumped,  was  insanitary,  and  many 
of  the  cottages  allowed  large  heaps  of  refuse  to  lie  about 
before  removal  there. 

The  Pinfold  was  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  main 
street  of  the  village,  and  the  presence  of  house  refuse 
attracted  animals  and  flies.  This  refuse  was  removed 
monthly  to  another  tip,  and  when  removed  caused  fur¬ 
ther  nuisance  to  the  near-by  residents.

HATTON.  Complaints  of  roadside  ditches  filled  with 
sewage  matter  have  been  considered,  and  owners  of 
properties  have  been  asked  to  provide  cesspools,  which 
will  be  emptied  periodically  by  the  Council. 

Scavenging  schemes  are  required  for  the  Parishes 
of  Rosliston,  Smisby,  Ticknall  and  Newton  Solney.  At 
the  present  time  house  refuse  is  allowed  to  accumulate 
and  is  a  constant  source  of  danger  to  the  health  of  the 
public,  and  I  recommend  that  proper  scavenging  schemes 
be  inaugurated  in  these  Parishes.

Greater  attention  has  been  given  to  the  stoking  and 
better  fuel  used,  and  as  a  consequence  less  black  smoke 
has  been  emitted  and  for  much  shorter  periods. 

The  Management  have  promised  to  install  mechan¬ 
ically  fired  boilers  to  replace  the  hand  fed  boilers  now  in 
use.

EGGINTON  School  has  been  supplied  with  a  piped  water 
supply  from  the  public  main,  the  well  water  having  been 
analysed  and  found  to  be  polluted. 

Church  Broughton  School  is  still  without  a  piped 
supply  of  water,  and  drinking  water  is  obtained  from  a 
private  pump  on  cottage  property  opposite. 

The  County  Council  have  a  piped  supply  near 
this  village,  and  I  recommend  they  should  be  approached 
to  give  a  supply.

HOUSING. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  under 
the  Housing  Acts,  and  many  houses  which  were  in  a 
dilapidated  state  have  been  repaired  and  made  sanitary. 

It  is  imperative  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  working- 
class  houses,  that  existing  houses  which  can  be  made  fit 
and  kept  in  a  good  condition  at  a  reasonable  expense, 
should  not  be  allowed  to  fall  into  a  state  of  dilapidation.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Examinations  of  samples  for  bacterial  count  and 
for  tubercle  bacilli  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1923,  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

The  administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order, 
1926,  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Council. 

The  standard  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  has  been 
improved,  there  has  been  an  increased  number  of  cow¬ 
sheds  built,  and  4  Accredited’  milk  is  being  produced  in 
the  District. 

Samples  of  milk,  etc.  are  taken  by  an  Inspector  of 
the  County  Council  and  analysed  by  them. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936, 

Pasteurised  milk  is  produced  in  bulk  at  the  Wilts 
United  Dairies,  Ltd.,  Egginton  Branch,  to  whom  a 
4  Pasteuriser’s  Licence  ’  authorising  the  use  of  the  special 
designation  was  granted,  and  a  sample  of  this  milk  is 
taken  quarterly  for  phosphatase  test. 

‘Accredited’  milk  licences  are  granted  by  the 
County  Council,  and  have  resulted  in  many  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  sterilizing  arrangements  at  farms.

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  number  of  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  District  is 
33  (13  Licensed  and  20  Registered),  and  the  number 
of  Licences  granted  to  Slaughtermen  is  59. 

During  the  year  the  Council  reconsidered  the 
application  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1935,  as 
regards  sheep  and  lambs,  this,  however,  was  not 
adopted. 

The  weight  of  meat  voluntarily  surrendered  after 
inspection  in  the  Northern  District  was  3,256  lbs. 
Periodical  and  surprise  inspections  were  made  at 
slaughter  houses,  shops,  and  vehicles,  and  food  sup¬ 
plies  were  uniformly  good. 

Mr.  Crabtree,  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Southern 
District,  reports  as  follows  :  — 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  is  given  each  week 
in  fulfilling  the  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Meat  Regu¬ 
lations,  1924,  comprising  the  inspection  and  prevention 
of  unsound  or  diseased  carcases  being  sold  for  human 
consumption,  and  also  seeing  that  the  meat  is  handled 
and  stored  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  prescribed 
in  the  Regulations.
